Foecel testified that Chamber had 
received an anonymous letter threat- 
ening his life several days before the 
suicide. The Burns operative gave 
it as his opinion that this letter was 
written by a crank and no signifi- 
cance Whatever was attached to the 
letter by either the coroner or the dis 
trict attorney. 

“Chambers was not in the least 
disturbed”, Foecel testified. However, 
as a matter of precaution after re- 
ceipt of the letter Chambers applied 
to Chief of Police Burke for a permit 
to carry a pistol. This was refused. 
The testimony brought out that after 
this refusal Chambers went atead 
anyway and purchased a gun. It 
was this gun that he used to kill 
himself. © 

The end of the chapter was written 
late today by Frank Ross Chambers, 
Jr. After brief funeral services io 
a San Mateo undertaking establish- 
ment- Chambers’ body was cremated 
at Cypress Lawn eemetery in accord- 
ance with a wish expressed short- 
ly before his death.

To Ben Franklin living was the most important of all busi- 
nesses. He was more concerned in showing gains and stopping 
losses in his living business than in his printing business. 

Franklin’s bookkeeping system was practical application of 
the injunction, “know thyself.” Self-knowledge is the fundamen- 
tal of the living business. Most of us are too busy with other 
businesses to look after this nrost important of all business. That's 
why there are so many failures in that business.
